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1. KOREA. NIGER ABSTAINED ON BOTH HOSTILE AND FRIEND! .Y 
RESOLUTIONS AT UNGA LAST YEAR. SEEMS WELL DISSMSED TO 
NON-CONFRONTATIONAL APPROACH THIS YEAR. PROBABLY WILL 
SUPPORT BUT NOT TAKE LEAD IN ORCHESTRATING IT WITHIN NON- 
ALIGNED. IP CONTRADICTORY RESOLUTIONS PRESSED AT UNGA, SEEMS 
PAIRLY CERTAIN GON WILL AGAIN ABSTAIN. BETWEEN OURSELVES 
AND SOUTH KOREANS, GON FROM PRESIDENT ON DOWN IS PRETTY 
WELL SATURATED ON ISSUE PRO NOW, AND BARRING UNPORESEEN 
DEVELOPMENTS, IT WILL BE BEST NOT TO PUSH TOO HARD. 

2. PUERTO RICO. APPARENTLY GON JOINED IN LIMA CONSENSUS. 
REACTION TO OUR APPROACHES NON-COMMITTAL SO FAR. ISSUE HAS 
BEEN EFPECTIVELY PLAGGED AS PACTOR IN OVERALL US-GON RELATIONS 
AND FACTS IN SUPPORT OF OUR POSITION HAVE BEEN BROUGHT 

TO ATTENTION OP GON. FROM VANTAGE POINT OP NIAMEY, IT 
HAS BEEN ADVANTAGEOUS TO EMPHASIZE CONCEPT OP SEI.F- 
DETERMINATION. BELIEVE THIS IDEA RATHER THAN 'TNTERPERENCE 
IN INTERNAL AFPAIRS" SHOULD CONTINUE TO BE STRESSED. 

PROSPECTS THAT NIGER WILL TAKE A VISIBLE POSITON OR SPEAK 
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OUT AGANST A CONSENSUS ON PUERTO RICO WITHIN NAC ARE VERY 
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SLIM. STILL IT WORTHWHILE TO CONTINUE ON REGULAR BASIS 
EEFORTS WE HAVE PURSUED TO DATE, RESERVING FURTHER TOP-LEVEL 
APPROACHES UNTIL JULY - I.E., AFTER OAU SUMMIT WHERE 
PUERTO RICO SEEMS NOT LIKELY ARISE BUT WELL BEFORE NAC SUMMIT. 
CHANGE OF NIGER AMBASSADORS IN WASHINGTON OFFERS 
OPPORTUNITY FOR DEPARTMENT AND EMBASSY DURING FAREWELL- 
INTRODUCTORY CALLS TO SIGNAL INTERPLAY BETWEEN MULTI- 
LATERAL ITEMS AND BILATERAL RELATIONS. 

3. MIDDLE EAST. GON HAS NOT RAISED IN DISCUSSIONS SO FAR. 

IT PARTICIPATED IN AFRO-ARAB DAKAR MEETING AND ISLAMIC 
FOREIGN MINISTERS ISTANBUL SESSION AND DOUBTLESS DID NOT 
DEMUR TO MIDDLE EAST PORTIONS OF COMMUNIQUE' . FOREIGN MINISTER 
TOLD AMBASSADOR APRIL 14 NIGER OPPOSES EXPULSION ISRAEL FROM 
UN (NIAMEY 1651).
